Defenses for Pearl Harbor. 

Washington.—The Navy Department 
will immediately 6end a naval officer 
to Hawaii to prepare a report upon the 
fortifications and improvements needed 
at Pearl Harbor. The report will be 
completed in time for presentation at 
this session cf Congress and an ap¬ 
propriation caL be made before March 
4th._ 

Chicago Again in Commission. 

New York—The crusier Chicago, re¬ 
constructed and capable of much 
greater speed than when she was taken 
out of commission over two years ago, 
was placed in commission at the navy 
yard the other day. 

France Will Send a Naval Attache. 

Washington—The State Department 
has been advised that the French Gov¬ 
ernment will establish a naval attache 
at Washington in connection with the 
staff of the Embassy. 


Washington.—Through its president, 
M. Hutin, the Panama Canal Company 
of France has made an astounding 
proposition to this Government to pur¬ 
chase its right in its canal project. 
The price, it is stated, is $100,000,000, 
half of the sum which the company 
has sunk in the ditch at Colon. 

Hutin submitted strong arguments | 
to show the advantage of the Panama 
canal route. He called attention to 1 
the fact that unless the United States 
bought out the Panama Canal Company 
that organization would continue its 
work of constructing the canal, and 
that in the event that two waterways I 
existed neither would be a financial 
success. On the other hand, if only 1 
the Nicaragua canal or tlie Panama 
canal were in existence it. would be a 
paying institution. 

Furthermore, Hutin ]*ointedout that 1 
considerable advance in tbe construc¬ 
tion of the Panama canal had already 
been made, and that a great deal of 
money had been spent in building that, 
portion of the waterway commencing 
at Colon. The advantages of the con¬ 
struction of the canal at Panama, he 
: claimed, are much greater than is the- 
| case with the Nicaraguan route, and 
I less money will have to be spent in 
j completing the Panama canal than w ill 
i he required in the construction of the 
I entire Nicaraguan canal. 

Secretary Hay listened patiently to j 
I the proposition of the French director, ! 

! hut gave him no encouragement. The 
authorities believe that the moment 
the construction of the Nicaraguan 
canal is begun tbe death knell of the J 
Panama canal project will be sounded, 
j and they appreciate that Frenchmen 
know this fact. It is expected that, j 
failing to have the Panama project 
i purchased by the United States, the! 
French will organize a powerful lobby 
against tiie Nicaraguan canal measure, 
and will employ every effort to prevent 
action by Congress during the coming 1 
session. 

As a result of the downfall of the 
Central American Kepublic, the author¬ 
ities are satisfied that a great obstacle 
in the way of the construction of the 
! Nicaraguan canal by the United States! 
lias been removed. It was due to pres¬ 
sure exerted upon Zehtya by those high 
in power in the Greater Republic that 
lie attempted to complicate the situa- j 
tion, the new Greater Republic being 
desirous of giving a concession for the 
construction of the waterway to an 
English syndicate. It is now believed 
Tnat Zelaya will be amenable to reason. ' 

American Untie* in Cuba. 

Havana.—A cable message received 
here by the principal tobacco and cigar 
exporting firms in Cuba announces, on I 
! the authority of Senor Louis Marx, 

I special commoissioner of the Cuban to- 
j bacco manufacturers at Washington, 
that the United Slates Government will 
place a prohibitive import duty on leaf 
tobacco imported into the island of $5 : 
per pound and of $4.50 plus 25 per; 
cent on .cigars. The export duties are j 
to remain as heretofore, $0.30 per him- ■ 
dred kilos on leaf tobacco and $1.35 [ 
per thousand on cigars. 

Although hop3s had been enter -1 
tained that export duties would lie! 
abolished entirely, the announcement | 
that prohibitive duties will be placed 
on tobacco imported into the island 
has been received w ith jubilation by 
manufacturers and exporters as guar- 
i anteeing the survival and development 
i of the tobacco industry in Cuba, which 
otherwise would have been threatened 
| with extinction. 

l’lea For Alaska. 

Washington.—The annual rei>ort of 
Governor Brady of Alaska, briefly sum¬ 
marized in Secretary Bliss’ rejiort, has 
been made public . It makes a strong 
plea for Congressional action on 
Alaska's need at the coming session, 

' and begs Congress to treat Alaskans as 
American citizens, and not to classify 
them with Kanakas, Filipinos and 
j Cubans. It points out that Alaska is 
| thirteen times larger than Cuba, has 
been “in our possession thirty-one 
j years, and its value has been unknown 
and unappreciated.” The report deals 
at length with the liquor question. 
It is also recommended that the general 
land laws be extended to Alaska; that 
Alaska be given representation in Con¬ 
gress; that Japonsky island be made a 
naval station, and that cable communi¬ 
cation lie effected with the United 
States. 

War Vessel* on the Great Lakes. 

Washington.—Lord Herschell and 
Senator Fairbanks, representing all 
parties on the Anglo-American Com¬ 
mission, have united in the following: 
“The statement that an agreement has 
been arrived at by the sub-committee 
appointed to consider the question of 
naval vessels on the great lakes is al¬ 
together incorrect. The matter is still 
under discussion.”

FLOUR TRUST FORMED 


Combination With Immense Cap¬ 
ital at Last Made. 

A HUNDRED MILLIONS INVOLVED. 

Th# Deal Declared to Have Keen Com¬ 
pleted After Persistent and l.nng- 
Conttnued Kfl'ort*. 


New York.—A gigantic flotif trust 
lias been formed to control nearly all 
the product in this country and also 
the supply of three-fourths of the 
world. The English stockholders in 
the Dig Pillsbtrry-Washburn Milling 
I Company were reluctant at first, to 
join, hut were finally won over, and 
the flour trust became a certainty. 

The trust will have approximately 
the enormous capital of $150,000,000. 
It will embrace all the principal mills 
of this country and will have a daily 
capacity of 95,000 barrels of flour, con¬ 
suming in this manner about 50,000 
bushels of wheat. The trust was 
formed by Thomas A. McIntyre, the 
promoter, who, after working for many 
months with untiring energy, accom¬ 
plished his ambitious project. Mc¬ 
Intyre for nearly a year tried to con¬ 
vince Richard Glynn, president of the 
Pillshury-Washburn Milling Company 
of the feasibility of his scheme. 

Glynn left London and came, at Mc- 
1 Intyre's invitation, to this country last 
, summer. Together they visited the 
j principal mills. Glynn, however, 
could not see a large enough benefit in 
the combination to warrant its forma¬ 
tion. Many conferences were held in 
this city, but they all ended in Glynn 
1 refusing to enter into tiie scheme. Mr. 

' McIntyre, however, was not discour- 
j aged, and when the British millionaire 
j sailed for England last. October lie ac- 
j com pan ied him. On arriving in Lon¬ 

don he canvassed the principal stock¬ 
holders of the Pillshury-Washburn 
Milling Company with such success 
that a special meeting was called. It 
was at this meeting that. McIntyre 
finally convinced the stockholders and 
accomplished his purpose.

York: Pillshury-Washburn, Minneapo- 
i 1 is; Northwestern Consolidated Mill¬ 
ing Company, Minneapolis; Imperial 
Milling Company Duluth; Anchor

William Lispman Mills, Superior; 
Freeman’s Mills Superior; Mankota 
Mills, Superior; and Daisy Mills, Mil¬ 
waukee. 

William A. Nash, one of the direo- 
I tors of the Heoker-Jones-.lewe.il Mill¬ 
ing Company, was seen recently. In 
talking about the success of McIntyre’s 
j plan, lie said: The flour trust is now 
a certainty. It will embrace all the 
I principal mills of this country, and 
; will have very large capital. Mcln- 
: tyre has worked very hard to accom¬ 
plish his scheme. He has been great- 
J ly retarded by several English stock¬ 
holders, who were slow in coining to 
an agreement. I think McIntyre will 
make public the details upon his arri¬ 
val here.”

Hydraulic Alining in Alanka. 

New York.—An Ottawa (Out.) spe¬ 
cial to the Herald says: New regula¬ 
tions have been adopted for hydraulic , 
mining in the Yukon. The areas are 
to be from one to five miles in length 
and will be granted only by public 
tender. Exception is made, however, j 
in the case of parties from the Klon- ; 
dike who have already applied. They ' 
are treated as pioneers, and not only , 
get their concession without Oompeti- 
tion or payment, of bonus, but are ex¬ 
empted from dues. These dues are 
$150 a year per mile frontage and obli- 
gation to jierform assessment work! 
yearly to the value of $5000. On all 
commissions, however, the usual ; 

royalty will he collected on an output, 
of over $25,000 a year. It is expected 
this royalty will be reduced to two per , 
cent. Other conditions are that the 
applicant furnishes proof of having re- \ 
siiled in the Yukon and file a certificate 
that, he has examined the ground 
applied for, prosjiected it and ascer¬ 
tained that it is not suitable for min- ; 
ing by ordinary placer methods. 

A number of Americans have quali- j 
fled under the pioneer clause and will | 
get their areas subject to special ad¬ 
vantages. These properties will be 
developed by American capital.

Cuban* Legalize Dueling. 

Havana.—The Executive Committee 
of the Cuban Assembly agreed at its 
last session to make it compulsory upon 
the part of any Cuban officer insulted 
by Spanish, American or other officers 
to challenge the ]>erson so insulting to 
fight a duel.

are swaggering about in Cuban uni¬ 
forms endeavoring to offend Spanish

Since 
1S70 the enrollment in public schools 
lias nearly doubled; there lias been in¬ 
creasing liberality of expenditure along 
all lines, with a steadily advancing 
standard of Instruction, administration 
and humanization of discipline. Of 
normal schools for the trainfng of I 
teachers, the States support 165, and i 
200 others are maintained by tuition 
fees or donations. More than three- 
fourths of the school population Is 
found outside of large cities and towns; 
but the shorter school year is partly 
compensated by rural industrial oppor¬ 
tunities. Of course the statistics rep¬ 
resent all degrees of excellence and de¬ 
fect; but the movement is upward and 
the outlook hopeful. 

One of the arts in conducting a polit¬ 
ical campaign Is for the candidate to 
say all the good things he modestly 
can about himself and his side of the 
case without unduly criticising his op¬ 
ponent.

Sbe lives quietly, 
and entertains few people who-are not 
relatives. The most distinguished 
among her guests during recent years 
have been the German Emperor and: 
Queen Victoria's daughter. Princess 
Henry of Batteuberg. The Empress 
was once famous for her beauty and 
the elegance of her manners. She Is- 
now aged and feeble, a victim to rheu 
matlsm, with a deeply llued face, 8 
bent figure and sunken eyes. Yet even 
iu lier old age there are traces of thal 
stately grace and dignity of carriage 
which once enabled her to set the fash 
Ions for an empire and the world. For¬ 
ty-five years have passed since her 
marriage with Napoleon III. In Paris, 
with splendid pomp. For seventeen 
j yeurs she was the greatest lady on the 
i Continent. For twenty-eight years sin 
has been an exile In England, making 
occasional Journeys to Spain, and pass¬ 
ing through Paris a few times. Her 
longest pilgrimage was to Zululund. Id 
S outh Africa, where her only sou was 
killed In the English service. The Em 
press' misfortunes have been borne 
with English fortitude aud pluck. She 
has lived In retirement, aud made au 
complaint because the fortunes of em¬ 
pire have gone heavily against her; but 
simple aud unaffected as Is her life, site 
has not lost the gesture of command 
nor her Spanish elegance of manner.

Clover Full* on Clover Sod. 

Almost all farmers know that It Is 
not safe to plow a clover sod, or, In 
fact, any other sod In tbe fall, and then 
sow wheat with the expectation'of get¬ 
ting a clover catch from seed next 
spring. There have bee® various rea¬ 
sons assigned for this, the old one be¬ 
ing that the clover sod while It is rot¬ 
ting Iu tbe soil “poisons” the land for 
clover until the routing is completed. 
But It Is quite ns impossible to seed 
with clover on any newly plowed sod, 
and that disposes of the clover poison¬ 
ing theory. The true explanation seenas 
to he that when a sod of any kind !» de¬ 
caying under the furrow It allows the 
soil above It to fall down, thus destroy¬ 
ing the slight hold which the young 
clover plant has, and obliging It to' re¬ 
gain Its hold before the leaf wilts and' 
kills the root. Clover will come up 
well enough on a clover or any other 
kind of sod, but unless there are al¬ 
most constant rains during the spring: 
little of it will live. Even a timothy 
seeding does not do well oil a newly 
plowed soil, though in young plants the 
proportion of leaf to root is much less 
In the grass than It is In any kind' of 
clover. 

A HuyIna Device, 

It is a difficult thing to get on and 
off a load of hay; and yet both opera¬ 
tions are often necessary with each 
load of hay that Is drawn In. Make a 
light ladder anil hinge it at the rear 
end of the hay rack, so that it can be 
Inclined forward on the floor when not 
in use. When ready to load set up the 
ladder and the tiav will keep It firmly 
hack against tin* buck eud of the ruck, 


| and the other end of string to stick, ao 
j that the lower end of paper will Just 
! clear the plants; the passing breezes 
will keep It fluttering and twisting ev- : 
ery minute, aud the striped bug never , 
tarries when something is moving so 
close above him.—Practical Farmer. 

(-tone Fences. 

While the stone fences common In 
all sections where stone abounds cost 
nothing for material, and with hard 
work are therefore within any one's 
ability to construct, they are not usu&l- 
• ly very satisfactory. Horned stock 
soon learn that the top stones can be 
easily displaced and then the fence can 
be Jumped. The best way to stop 
Jumping is to place a barbed wire over 
the fence, fastening It to stakes firmly : 
In the ground. It may seem cruel, hut 
the stock must learn not to Jump, and 
they won't get hurt. But when sheep 
have learned to Jump a low stone wall, 
even a barbed wire over it will not 
stop them. There must be several 
wires, so close together that the sheep I 
cannot get their heads between. That 
will stop the first sheep, aud no one of 
the flock will try to Jump after the 
leader has turned back. 

Straining Milk. 

There are some points about strain¬ 
ing milk that are not generally thought ! 
of, and therefore the milk Is not wholly ! 
cleared of Its bacteria. Iu the first ; 
place It Is important that the milk . 
should be put through the strainer and j 
set where Its cream Is to rise as soon I 
as possible after It comes from the cow. j 
It often accumulates bacteria very rap¬ 
idly If left In stables exposed to foul 
odors. Besides, if left long some of tbe | 
cream will rise and will be so mixed j 
with the milk that what does not cling 
to the strainer doth or wire will not 
rise as cream again. The strainer 
should be thoroughly washed by dip¬ 
ping It first In cold water and moving 
It rapidly through both ways, so that 
bacteria will not adhere to the under 
side, as they are apt to do* If the rinsing 
W'ater It* merely poured on the strainer 
from above. Then repeat this pro<*es» 
with water pretty near scalding heat. 
Iu that way If there are any bacteria 
on the strainer they will be killed. 

A "Kept-Shut” Gate. 

A great deal of loss occurs each- year 
from accidents that come from the 
leaving open' of some gate. It may be 
one's own or a neighbor’s stock that 
does the damage—It was the fault of 
the open gnteway. The cut shows a

When 1 was a boy, father's place be¬ 
came Infested with ttens from pigs 
sleeping at the baru, aud they nearly 
drove me crazy. 1 heard In some way 
that salt would kill them. I suppose 1 
used a peck of salt, scattering It freely 
about the baru and house, and at the 
explratlou of a week we could not tell 
that a flea had ever been on the place. 
All gone. Since then l have cleared our 
home of them several times. One ap¬ 
plication always does the work. 1 have 
also recommended it toothers who have 
used it with equal success. Salt scat¬ 
tered over a carpet ami swept off before 
It melts will /'lean It of both fleas and 
dirt. I am never bothered with fleas 
now unless 1 get them away from home. 
1 know there are many people who 
would willingly spend the price of a bar¬ 
rel of salt to bo rid of the pests, and 
salt Is never falling. J. W. Trisler, M.

Sprouting Potatoes. 

While the sprouting of potatoes under 
ordinary conditions is very objection 
able, they may be so sprouted us to lua 
tertully advance their earllness. This 
Is done by placing them, stem end 
dowu, In single layers in shallow trays 
oir the floor In a light and moderately 
warm room. Thus placed they will 
send out short, stubby, green sprouts, j 
which will remain In tlint vondltlou for 
weeks. Such potatoes, planted with 
o«t breaking the sprouts, will grow Im¬ 
mediately and produce an early crop. 

Turn* i: palile Down. 

The quince roots so readily by bend- j 
tug over the top and covering It with 
earth that It ls easily possible to re¬ 
verse the natural order and make the 
tree after two years live with what 
were Its roots iu the air. These roots 
will then put forth leaves, and the year 
following will bear blossoms and i>ossi- 
l»ly fruit. But for several years the tree 
set upside down will require to be 
propped, as the original growth was 
largest at the grouud. 

Poison to Hogs. 

Powdered soaps, now so largely used 
by hotels and laundries, are injurious 
to pigs if fed to them iu swill. The 
j Cornell station found that in many 
cases death resulted from poisoning by 
the excess of free alkali in swill. Small 
amounts of powdered soap produce no 
Immediate bad results, but it is not safe 
to feed the animals. The proper dispo¬ 
sition of dish water is the sewer. 

Rusty Nails for Borers. 

The writer has some tine apple trees 
that have borne fruit for a long time 
that when first set out were greatly 
damaged by borers; iu fact, many trees 
were destroyed before some friend sug¬ 
gested driving a few rusty nails in 
trunks near the ground where they 
work. Since doing this not a borer has 
ever troubled them. G. $. H.

IN HIS COUNTRY'S SERVICE. 

Col. G. K. Waring, Who Died of Yellow 
Fever, Wue a Martyr to Dnty. 

The circumstances surrounding the 
death of Col. George E. Waring, Jr., 
who fell a victim t» yellow fever, con¬ 
tracted while In the service of his coun¬ 
try In Cuba, were of a particularly sad 
nature and have drawn forth expres¬ 
sions of profound sorrow from ah parts 
of the country. Col. Waring returned 
from Cuba, where he went In the 
early part of October as the head of a! 
commission appointed for the purpose 
of selecting sites In the Island tot 
camps for the army of occupation and; 
also for making provisions for sanitary^ 
Improvements In the principal Cuban' 
cities. He laid the seeds of yellow 
fever In his constitution while in Cuba, 
and on his return to New York wa*| 
stricken down with the terrible disease 
In a few days. His remains- were cre¬ 
mate*]. 

Ool. Waring was well known through¬ 
out the country as an authority on ths 
sanitation of cities. He was born In 
Westchester County, New York, sixty- 
five yeurs ago. He studied engineering 
In his early days and unlisted during 
the civil war. He was four years In his 
country’s service and made a gallant 
record as a cavalry leader. During the 
outbreak of yellow fever In Memphis- 
In 1878 be changed the sewerage sys¬ 
tem of that city, separating the bouse 
drainage from the surface drainage, 
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melm&nn, daughter of one of the proud¬ 
est peers of Denmark and favorite of 
the Empress of Germany, grandmother 
of the present Emperor William II. 

The Countess came to preach the 
gospel to American sailors. To Ameri¬ 
can sinners her grace would probably

and succeeded in checking the spread 
of the disease. This system has since 
been adopted In many cities In all parts, 
of the world. He also became promi¬ 
nent as street commissioner lu New 
York City during the administration at 
Mayor Strong, and by his systematic 
work made the great metropolis one of 
the cleanest cities In the world. 

Col. Waring was undoubtedly the 
greatest sanitary engineer In the coun¬ 
try. He was the author of several 
works, many of which are text books 
In agrieultural and scientific schools. It 
Is a strange coincidence that the father, 
mother, brother and three sisters of 
Col. Warlng’s wife, who survives him, 
fell victims to yellow fever in New Or¬ 
leans several years ago. 

Lighting Mines. 

The extending use of electricity la 
well illustrated by its use for lighting 
mines. The candle or oil lamp of form¬ 
er days was not only dangerous In coai 
mines, where there ls likelihood: of an 
explosion, but It furnished a very Im¬ 
perfect light and compelled the- miner to 
work lu semi-darkness. Small eleetrlo 
lamps, to l>e carried by the miners, were 
introduced in France; but they were 
objectionable on account of their 
weight-nearly five pounds—and also 
because they would burn only a few 
hours without being recharged. Tbe 
lamps are now being attached to the 
roofs of the galleries, currents being es¬ 
tablished by means of wire*. By this 
means an abundance of continuous 
light ls obtained, but care must be ex¬ 
ercised In Insulating the wires, bo pre¬ 
vent friction or sparks which might 
provoke an explosion or ignite sur¬ 
rounding wood-work. 

Forest Stands on Ice. 

One of the largest forests in the 
world stands on ice. It is situated be¬ 
tween Ural and the Okhotsk sea. A 
well was recently dug in that region, 
when It was found that at a depth of 
250 feet the ground was still frozen.

Sheep Noten. 

The important part that salt plays in 
the animal economy should never be 
lost sight of. This mineral is an im¬ 
portant constituent of the blood, and if 
any animal is deprived of it loss of 
appetite and an unthrifty condition 
follows. 

The increasing demand for mutton is 
far in excess of the increase of popula¬ 
tion. and shows plainly that it now- 
pays to raise sheep for food. A pound 
of mutton can be produced as cheaply 
as a pound of pork and is much more 
healthful. 

In feeding sheep, as well as in feed¬ 
ing other classes of livestock, it is well 
to remember that some variety now 
and then stimulates both appetite and 
digestion. The changes in rations in 
feeding sheep, however, should lie 
made cautiously and the results closely 
watched, as sudden changes are some¬ 
times hurtful to them. 

Before the farmer starts into the 
breeding of sheep he must have a defi¬ 
nite object in view and must make a 
careful selection of his foundation 
stock. If he wishes to produce wool 
he should choose the Merino, but if 
mutton is his chief object he should 
choose one of the larger breeds. If be 
desires to produce both wool and mut¬ 
ton a judicious cross bred or grade may 
be selected. But he should begin on a 
small scale, in either case, and proceed 
cautiously, remembering that the ram 
is half the flock.

The Atmospheric Clock. 

The atmospheric clock—a sort of de¬ 
vice that goes of itself—Is not inaptly 
termed a perpetual hour glass. In ap¬ 
pearance it is like a long thermometer 
with a bulb of mercury at the bottom. 


The glass tube is about tliroe-eighths | 
of an Inch in diameter, and secured to 
the frame by two bands through which 
It passes easily. The divisions of time 
are marked on each side of the tube. 
Inside the glass Is a smaller tube j 
shaped very much as an hourglass. 
Some mercury and a scrap of blotting 
paper, for the purpose of taking up auy 
moisture that might gather iu the tube, 
are placed nt each end. The mercury 
In the top end of the tube Is placed op¬ 
posite the mark of the proper time and 
falls to the bottom of the tube exactly 
as the time passes. When it has ruu , 
out from the top the frame eau be 
turned and the mercury set to time on 
the other side. Thus it registers the 
seconds and hours quite as accurately 
as any other timepiece—the drawback 
to such an arrangement being, of 
course, the turning of the frame, a task 
as irksome as that of winding a clock.

"The coexistence of Impulsive dnrlug 
and sensitive timidity was a striking 
feature in Ills character. He frequently 
demonstrated the value nnd safety of 
his explosives with his own haiuls, al¬ 
though he was particularly susceptible 
to headaches caused by bringing nitro¬ 
glycerin liRq tontncl with tlty skin. 
1'ltey affected him so violently that ho 
was often obliged lo ile down on lit" 
ground In the mine or quarry iu which t 
he was experimenting. On one occa¬ 
sion when Some dynamite could not 1>« i 
removed from a large cask he crept 
into it nud dug the explosive out with u 

kulfe.”_

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T HE Industrial prospects of new 
territory which recent events 
have brought lu close relation 
with t,he United States—such as Ha¬ 
waii, ^*or{o Rico and the Philippines— 
ure attracting great attention In this 
country at th^ present time. Energetic 
and enterprising young American 
clerks, as well as those poorly employ¬ 
ed or not employed at all, are scanning 
the outlook with considerable practical 
anticipation. The field Is worth study¬ 
ing. 

Porto Rico leads foremost on lhe list 
ns opening the greatest Inducements, 
because tha Inhabitants of that beauti¬ 
ful island desire to become American¬ 
ized as soon as possible. The extinction 
of Gppn'iin rule means the rapid en¬ 
couragement of American tnstltut.one 
and the general use of tho English lan¬ 
guage. Outside of the few hundred 
French and Spaniards who control the 
plantations of the Island, every one of 
the million Inhabitants is eager to learn 
the English language, and when he 
catches a word or phrase he memorizes 
It and repeats It promptly to a circle of 
admiring friends. 

The result Is that the principal stores, 
hotels and business houses now have a 
sign reading, “English spoken here,” 
and Interpreters are employed at a 
high salary. In fnct, business meu have 
been willing to pay almost any price 
for an American clerk or salesman. The 
demand Is so abnormal, however, that 
a reaction Is certain to come. The 
prospective clerk, therefore, should 
study and analyze the situation before 
bo makes a move. 

It Is estimated that $150 would be 
ample for a young man of modest 
tastes to give bis talents a fair show In 
Porto Illco, leaving enough money for 
the return trip, In case be found Ponce 
or Mayaguez not to his liking. The 
rates to San Juan and thoso towns are 
$(15 first class, $35 second class. The 
consuls are obliging; board relatively 
cheap; a room costs $10 a month and 
board about 40 cents per day. Ameri¬ 
can money doubles the minute the vis¬ 
itor arrives In Porto Illco; that Is, the 
rate of exchange gives $2 Porto Rican 
money for ev^ry American dollar With 
a basic knowledge of Latin, an observ- 
uut American can soon pick up Span¬ 
ish. The natural wealth Is theres and 
the Americans seem the chosen ones to 
realize on It. The “get-rlch-qulck” Idea 
will vanish after a few weeks behind 
a counter In Porto Rico, however. It 
Is work, patience and economy that 
will win the palm there ns everywhere 
else. 

As to the Philippines, It has been 
stated that Manila Is hotter than the 
Klondike. Getting there is more com¬ 
fortable, and health is offered to the 
man without health In addition. If a 
young man starts out with an appoint¬ 
ment from a house ready to do busi¬ 
ness in the far East, or even with a 
simple proper indorsement, he can do 
well. New York traders, especially 
those doing business In hemp, tobacco 
and sugar, are looking for a tremen¬ 
dous development of trade with the 
Philippines, and say that the opportu¬ 
nity of a lifetime Is now presenting It¬ 
self to young men of Integrity and 
push. There will now be many oppor¬ 
tunities In Industries that Spain has al¬ 
ways frowned upon. 

The main thing for the prospective 
tourist to consider Is the Initial ex¬ 
pense. It costs about $400 to reach 
Manila. The best route Is from San 
Franclsc-o to Hong Kong via Yoko¬ 
hama. The average hotel tariff at 
Manila Is $2 a day. 

Hawaii can be reached In twelve 
days from New York, the trip from San 
Francisco costing $75 on steamers, 
half as much on sailing vessels. Clerks 
at Honolulu earn as high as $125 per 
month, bookkeepers $150, mechanics up 




to $4 per day. Engineers list at $100, 
conductors $ 00 , laborers $1 per day. 
Agriculturist are, however, most In de¬ 
mand. The market for ordinary labor 
Is overstocked, but men with experi¬ 
ence In mnnaglug plantations earn as 
high as $3,000 a yeur, while overseers 
get up to $75 per month. The small 
farmer Is offered superior inducements. 
Coffee is now the most promising crop, 
and from a seventy-five acre plantation 
—af^i; the Jpurth year—^ return ot 
* 16,690 mhy be counted on. It is use¬ 
less, ho' 


less, however, to enter Into this coffee 
planting without enough funds to carry 
the planter till the land yields develop^ 
ineut. J 

Applicants for land roust be citizens 
by birth or naturalization, and pay a 
fee of $2 on application, and $5 on the 
lsuanco of a lease. They can take up 
from eight to sixty acres of land, must 
build a dwelling house, nnd receive a 
lease for 900 years, or on appraised val¬ 
ue can purchase the freehold. 

Tho soil Is loose and porous, the cli¬ 
mate ideal. All kinds of vegetation can 
be raised, besides berries, which grow 
the whole year around. Rice, limes, 
oranges aud pineapples grow freely. 
The banana trade Is a paying feature. 
In fact, the enterprising, painstaking 
agriculturist can hardly miss It In 
Hawaii.
